CHARLES STOCKS NOT WITNESS. 
IN HERRIN INVESTIGATION 


| Says He Was Not Summoned Before 
| Grand Jury and Did Not 
Testify. 

The Post-Dispatch has received 
| the following letter. from. Charles 
‘Stocks of Herrin, Ill, named as one 
| of the witnesses against the 27 men 
| indicted last week by a special grand 
jury at Marion, IIL, for the murder 
of John Shoemaker, one of the vic- 
| tims of the Herrin massacre:

Mo.—In your issue of Sept. 8, with 

reference to the witnesses who testl- 
‘fied before the grand jury at Marion 
| regarding troubles at the strip mine 
‘between Herrin and*Marion, you use 
‘the name of ‘Charles Stocks.’ As 
| far as I know, I am the only person 


| of that name in Williamson County. 
| T have lived tn Herrin and conducted 
business here for nearly 20 years. 
At the time of the troubles the grand 
jury has been investigating I was en- 
gaged in conducting a hotel at Daw- 
son Springs, Ky., and was there on 
June 22 and 23 last, the dates of the 
troubles at the strip mine. I have 
not been summoned before the grand 
jury nor have I given testimony be- 
fore that body. In justice to me, 
please print this statement. 
“CHARLES STOCKS.” 
The name, “Charles Stock,” was 
given to a Post-Dispatch staff corre- 
spondent at Marion, with other 
names, by Attorney Thomas Mar- 
shall, who drew the indictments, as 
one of the witnesses in the Shoemak- 


‘er case. The indictment, on file in 


the Circuit Clerk’s office at Marion, 
bears the name, “Charlie Stocks,” as 
one of the witnesses. State’s Attor- 
ney Duty, however, told the Post- 
Dispatch today that Stocks has not 
been a witness before the grand jury. 


HABEAS CORPUS ACTION

mer Premier Clemenceau in an 
interview with the Petit Parisien 
correspondent, says: 
“Kipling deceives himself. I 
like Kipling. He is a great writer 
whom the war cruelliv hurt. But 
his diatribe seems to me unjust.”

Those who adopt the attitude that 


Germany is “down and out” and 
cannot pay are again the victims of. 


German propaganda. He described 
it as the war still going on, but un- 
derground, as the result of its not 
having been fought to a finish. Ger- 
many, he insisted, has a well-fed, 
well-dressed population, a good- 
sized army, reduced taxation (and 
the minimum of unemployment. 

(I have heard Kipling described as 
the best propagandist the French 
have got.)

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THE AUTHORITY ON HOME COOKIN‘ 
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T is astonishing how many things 

can happen, and do happen, to in- 

experienced cooks when they are 
just starting out on the road to culi- 
mary perfection. It also seems as if 
‘gome days were more tragic than 
others and as if on the most per- 
pexing days the need for extra eyes, 
hands and feet were a crying need. 
Experience lessens our difficulties, 
but accidents continue to happen on 
occasion, even to experts, so it is a 
good idea to be prepared with a few 
remedies for the most frequent hap- 
penings. 

The curdling of soup and lumping 
of gravies are very trying, but they 
are not hopeless. Instead of throw- 
ing away a curdied soup, strain it and 
add a fresh cupful of milk. If it 
happens to be a cream of tomato 
soup, which is often troublesome. 
bring it to the boiling point once 
more and then make a thickening of 
a tablespoonful of corn-starch, dis- 
solving it in two tablespoonfuls of 
cold milk, and stir this into the hot 
soup until it is thickened. It is wise 
to cook this in a double boiler. 

The way to make this soup so that 
it wil} not curdile is to cook the to- 
mato, onion, celery and seasoning un- 
til done, then strain them. Make a 
rather thin cream sauce and add a 
saltspoonful of soda to the milk. , This 
prepares it for the addition of the 
bot strained tomato, which is next 
turned in. Let the soup boil up once 
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Ways You May Repair Some Cookery ‘‘Disasters’’ 
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and it is then ready to serve. If the 
soda is added. to the tomato mixture, 
it is much more apt to curdle when 
mixed. 

Potatoes put on to boil in cold 
water are sad, soggy affairs, but if 
put into boiling water and kept boil- 
ing rapidly, the particles of starch 
burst open in the intense heat and 
a light, mealy potato is the result. 
If potatoes are to be boiled in their 
Jackets, which is the most economical 
way, cut a little ring around them 
or cut the ends off to allow for the 
swelling. If the potatoes are peeled 
before boiling, we lose that peculiar 
delicacy of flavor that is just beneath 
the skin. This.is what makes them 
taste so good on the farmer's table, 
even if you do have to peel the spud 
yourself. 

Fried tomatoes and eggplant are 
uninviting if they are not in com- 
pact slices. To accomplish this, soak 
the eggplant, after slicing, in cold, 
salt water to make it firm and dip 
the slices, after drying, into a beaten 
egg, then in fine crumbs or cracker 
dust that has been seasoned.
